$uted theſe Effes to Superſtition, Charms, and Magick: Becauſe not 
ſeeing any groſs- and wiſible connexion between the Cauſe and the Ef 


fect, they preſently aſſerted that there was none at all. Now this 


argues a great Ignorance in the Underſtanding, ſo to confine all the 
Ackious of Nature to the groſſneſs of our Senf, es, as to imagine Su- 


perſtition preſently, before we have ſufficiently examined the true 


Cauſes and Principles upon which our Judgments ought to depend : 
I hbereas according to true Philoſophy there is no Superſtition at all in

Mr. Boyle, and S:r Kenelm Digby, 7 underſtand thoſe Things on- 
Ly to att by Sympathy and Antipathy, which by à mutual ERux of 
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Atoms and ſubtle Efluvia's, do ſo af and re- act on each other, as 
to have a reciprocal Communication for each other's mutual Preſer- 

vation or Deſtruction. So that notwithſtanding, ſome Perſons may 
deſpiſe this way of Care, as an Unlikely one, yet in conſideration of 
thoſe reputable Authors that aſſure us ff their having been Eye- wit-

N the Year. 1495. being the Year after the fatal Siege of 
Naples by the French, a certain Surgeon at Bolognia in Italy, 


by Name Tagliacorza (at that time Surgeon to the great Duke 
of Florence), ſeeing his.own Species extreamly disfigured by a 


certain Diſtemper that was crept into it, ſet up a Manufa- 
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kture of NOS ES. (A very ſeaſonable Invention at that 


Labour with every one of her Children, (ſhe having had 
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time) having firſt got a Patent that none ſhould preſume to 
make Noſes beſides himſelf. (Lucri bonus eſt odor ex re Qualibet, 
fays Juvenal) His firſt Patient was a Nobleman of Pruſſels, 
who being then at Bo/ognia, had the Misfortune to loſe his 
Noſe. He went ſtrait to this Surgeon to adviſe how he might 
have a new Noſe, and not willing to have his own Fleſh cut, 
hired a Porter, who for a Sum of Money (Auri ſacra fames, 
Quid non mortalia pectora cogis ! let him have a Noſe cut out of 
his Poſteriors (UNDE habeas quærit nemo, lays Juvenal, ſed opor- 
tet habere) which the Surgeon fo well grafted on to the re- 
maining part of the Griſtle, that it would Blow, Sneeze, Smell, 
take Snuff, Cock, Toſs, and Turn up, pronounce the Let- 
ters Mor N; nay, even the Hebrew Letter Ghnajin, and 
in ſhort do all the Functions of a genuine and natural Noſe. 

The next Patient was a Spaniſh Don, whoſe Complexion being 
very much upon the Tawny, with very black Eyes and Eye-brows, 
and the Noſe being taken from another Porter that not only 
had a very white Skin, but cut out of thoſe Parts that are not 
expoſed to the Sun; it was very viſible that the Features of his 
Face were not Fellows: Now to remedy this Inconvenience 
for the future, the Doctor got together a great Collection of 
Porters, Men of all Complexions, Black, Brown, Ruddy, Fair, 
Dark, Tawny and Pale; ſo that it was impoſſible for a Patient 
of the moſt our of the way Colour, not to find a Noſe to match it. 
The Doctor's Houſe was now become a kind of Hoſpital for 
the FASHIONABLE Cripples of both Sexes that reſorted to 
him from all Parts of Europe, having a large Brazen Snout faſt- 
ned over his Door, He is reported at one time to have had | 
twenty French Marquiſſes, thirty German Counts, fifty Spaniſhand 
Portugueze Dons, three 1riſh Captains, and one Engliſb Squire that 
Travell'd in thoſe Parts for foreign Accompliſhments, of whom 
more hereafter. Now altho the Doctor had the Monopoly of 
Noſes in his own Hands, yet he was not at all unreaſonable in | 
his Price: Indeed if any one had occaſion for a high Roman | 
Noſe, it was pretty dear; alſo a large Bottle Noſe bore a good 
Price; becauſe, as Hudibrat ſays, Th intrinſick value of a Thing, 
Is as much Money as "twill bring. But as for your ordinary ſbort Cocke 
ing turn d up Noſes, of which there was the greateſtConſfumption, 
they came pretty eaſy to the Purchaſers, eſpecially conſidering 
that they wou'd rather pay at any Rate for them than go without. 

Now theſe inſitious Noſes were always affected with the 
Pain as well as Death of the Original Proprietor. An emi- 


nent Inſtance of which happen'd to three Teſty Germans, 


whoſe Noſes were all made of the ſame piece of Brawn. The | 
Caſe was this: One Day they all thcee found their Noſes to 
Twitch, Shoot, and Swell extreamly, upon which they ſent 
preſently to enquire how the Porter did, to whom they were 
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new thus Allied: Upon Enquiry they found that the Parent 
of their Noſes (to wit the Porter's Poſteriors) had been that 
very Day ſeverely kicked, and that he kept his Bed on Ac 
count ot the Bruiſes he had received; So that in theſe Caſes 
the Porters Led the Gentlemen entirely by the Noſe. Allo on the 
other hand, if any thing went amiſs with the Noſes, the Por- 
ters preſently felt the eflects of it; inſomuch, that commonly 
an Agreement was made with the Patient, that he ſhould not 
only abſtain from all his old Courſes; but alſo that he ſhould 
on no pretence what ſoe ver ſmell ro Pepper, Ginger, Spirit f 
Harts-horn, or Sal Armoniac, take Snuff, nor cat Horſe-Ra- 
diſh, or Muſtard; on which occaſion preſently the part where 
the Inciſion had been made, was ſeized with intollerable 
Twinges, Prickings and Pains: And conſequently the Porters, 
by theſe Contracts, Held the Gentlemens Noſes cloſe to the Grindſtone. 
The Engliſb Squire abovemention'd, was ſo very irregular, 
and relapſed fo frequently into the Diſtemper which at firſt | 
carry'd off that part of his Face, and brought him to this 
Surgeon, that in leſs than four Years he wore out ſeven No- | 
ſes; and by that means ſo tormented the Porters, that if he 
wou'd have given a 1000 J. for a Noſe, there was not one Por- 
ter of them all that wou'd accommodate him; but ever after
